Two Agricultural Com- 
mittees of House Want 
Agents in Every County 
in the State. 


Committees of the senate and house 
_ of Georgia general assembly got down 
' tg husiness Thursday afternoon and 
took definite acction of several im- 
portant matters which have been hang- 
_ Ging fire for a long time. The work 
of the committees in the afternoon; 
the waging of a strong filibuster in 
the senate by opponents of the move 
to repeal the tax equalization law 
and the passage of Speaker Neill’’s 
bill providing for the use of the Aus- 
tralian or secret ballot system in all 
Georgia elections were outstanding 
features of ‘the day’s session of the 
legislature. : 

Representative McMichael, of Mari- 
on, served notice on the house Thurs- 
day that he will renew his fight on 
the state highway department Friday. 
He said he would begin his fight im- 
mediately after the period of unani- 
mous consent is over Friday morning 
and will move that the house resolve 
itself into a committee of the whole 
. to consider his resolution. He said 
he would present some facts to the 
members of the house which would 
“open their eyes.” 

State College Approved. 

4 One of the important steps of com- 
mittees was that of the two agricul- 
tural committees of the house which 
adopted a resolution introduced by 
Representative Beckham, of Dougher- 
ty, approving in full the work done 
at the State College of Agriculture 
during the year and appointing a sub- 
committee to devise a plan whereby 
about $58,000 incom, from the fertili- 
ger tag tax which is not used by the 
state bureau of markets can be turned 
over to the state college to match fed- 
erat’ funds so as to put a_ county 
demonstration agent in every county | 
in Georgia. The cummittees also ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to draft an 
enabling act which will permit coun- 
ty boards of commissioners and boards 
of education to supplement the fed- 
eral and state demonstration work out 
of county funds. 

The appropriations and ways and 
means committee reported favorably 
a bill introduced by Representative 
Ennis, of Baldwin, appropriating 
$108,000 to complete the nurses home 
building at the state sanitarium. This 
committee also approved, by unani- 
mous vote, Representative Reagan’s 
bill exempting women from the pay- 
ment of poll tax in cases where they 
do not vote. ‘This bill provides that 
“where women do vote they shall pay 
poll ' fax the same as men. The ap- 
propriations committee agreed to hear 
statements from a committee of con- 
federate veterans who are seeking 
an | appropriation of $1,442,700 to pay 
the increased pensioners contained in 
bills passed at the last session and to 
take care of the “new class” of pen- 
 gioners who have not been paid. The 
yetérans will be heard at a session 
of the committee to be held at 3 

o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 

: Dr. Campbell Appears. . 

At the session of the two house 
rommittees on agriculture, Dr. Phil 
Campbell, head of the demonstration 
work at the state college, appeared 
and presented a full and complete 
statement of the work done by his 
fepartment together with a detailed 
statement of expenditures, list of 
all employees and the amounts of 
their salaries. He said the federal

Commercial Cable Com- 
pany in Ireland Seized 
by Irregulars. 


COMPANY EMPLOYEES 
BADLY TERRORIZED 


Interruption of Cables In- 
volved Would Seriously 
Cripple U.S. and Europe 
Communications. 


Cork, July 6.—(By the Assocfated 
Press.) —Word has reached here that 
the cable station of the Commercial 
Cable company, of New York, at Wat- 
erville, the terminus of the transat- 
lantic cables, has ‘been threatened by 
the irregular Irish forces, who have 
siezed property of the company and 
its employees, terrorized the families 
of the employees and have demanded 
the key to the school quarters, to be 
used as general headquarters of the 
Irish forces. 

On July 1, the first direct opera- 
tiens began against the Commercial 
Cable’s quarters when the Irish 
threw up sandbag barricades at the 
coast guard station. The next day 
irregulars seized a large number of 
motor cars and motorcycles. They 
also established a censorship for let- 
ters and telegrams. 

The situation became very disquiet- 
ing at Waterville yesterday. The 
company employees said they had been 
annoyed while carrying on their cable 
duty, being followed into the instru- 
ment room and into the office and 
corridors. 

The local superintendent of the 
company said the wives of employees 
were coming to him in tears. If a 
protective guard were established, it 
was feared this would attract the fire 
of the irregularg on the station., 


The zone in which Irish irregu- 
lars are causing embarrassment to the 
transatlantic cable companies extend 
about fifteen miles along the Kerry 
coast, in the southwest of Ireland 
from Waterville, past Ballinskelligh 
Bay to Valentia. The Commercial 
Cable company’s cables land at the 
first-named place, and ‘that of the 
Direct United States company at Bal- 
linskelligh Bay, and those of the An- 
glo-American company at Valeri. 
The Direct United States cable is 
owned by the British government. In- 
terruption of these cables or interfer- 
ence with their operation will serious- 
ly cripple communication between the 
United States and Europe. 
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MANY WOULD JOIN 
FREE STATE ARMY. 


Dublin, July 6.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—In response today to the 
provisional government’s call to arms 
at each rendezevous long lines stood 
waiting to join. 

Besides members of the volunteers, 
there were many ordinaty citizens for 
recruitment in the volunteer forces as 
preliminary to transfer to the actual 
service list. 

During the day great crowds visited 
the scenes of the fighting but a cordon 
was drawn to prevent approach to the 
buildings, only the shells of which 
are standing and are in danger of 
falling. From the ruins from time 
to time an explosion is heard—this 


caused by ammunition abandoned by 
the insurgents. The firemen’s ef- 


forts saved the Sackville Street club 
and the Nelson pillar but some of 
the new bnildings in the burned part 
of the street brought many bullet 
marks.

Progressive Plans. 

In the belief that the anti-primary 
sentiment is fostered bya desire to gag 
the free expression of the people ip 
preferences for those to represent ot 
in office at the polls, progressive#a é 
fighting back with the following pre 
posals: 

1. To radically extend the primary 
system so as to permit of nomination 
of presidegtial candidates by direct 
vote of the people. 

2. To remedy the present primary 
system by preventing the vast expendi- 
tures of money now possible in a con- 
test for office. 

Since President MHarding some 
months ago first came out openly ip 
favor of abolishing the direct primary 
and returning to the old convention 
system, there has steadily been built 
up within the administration party es 
growing campaign to this end. That 
this had reached the point of a con- 
certed effort was reported i121 these 
dispatches June 15. Now “Senator 
New, personal friend ‘of Pfesident 
Harding, and one to suffer recently as 
a result of the direct primary system, 
has announced that the systex. 1s bad. 
should be abolished, and a _ return 
made to the convention, plan. Work 
to that end, he indicated, is under way 
in the states. 

Four Recent Ones. 

As New frankly admits, many ¢an. 
didates for office who win in the 
primaries would not have had a chance 
to win in a convention. Four exam- 
ples of this are to be found in the re- 
cent primary winners—Albert Bever- 
idge who beat New, Gifford Pinchot 
who beat Attorney-General Alter for 
the Pennsylvania gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, Smith Brookhart who won the 
lowa primary, and Lynn Frazier who 


beat Senator McCumber in North Da- 
kota.

A little fire extinguisher, whose 
content# were turned on a tiny blage 
in a motorifian’s control box, was held 
responsible by the police for the 
clouds of poisonous fumes and smoke 
sent swirling through the tunnel.

More than ‘three scores of those 
overcome required hospital treatment, 
while the number who were treated 
on the spot was placed at 100. 


The train—a ten car express, heav- 
ily loaded was crasiiing along ,its 
subterranean way beneath Lexington 
avenue shortly after 11 o’clock when 
passengers in the third coach were 
startled by an explosion which blew 
epen the door of the driver’s apart- 
ment.'

London, July 6.—A general survey 
of the international sifgation, nearly 
four years after the conclusion of the 
armisti discloses, in many of its 
aspects, abundant grounds for disil- 
lusionment and even despondency. 
The number of men actually under 
arms in Europe is stated on his au- 
thority to be greater than it was in 

1914. 

After a long series of abortive con- 
fences culminating for the moment 
in the fiasco at Genoa, the problem 
of reparations and _ indebtedness, 
which lies at the root of the economic 
uneasiness of the world, appears to 
be as far as ever from settlement.

The chairman did not appoint 
a_ subcommittee and another early 
meeting will be called to take up the 
road bond question again.

GEORGE MCARTY, 


PIONEER, IS DEAD 


Prominent Atlanta Busi- 
ness Man Had Been in 
Bad Health for Long Pe- 
riod of Time. 


George W. McCarty, fioneer busi- 
ness man, and one of Atlanta’s most 
popular and progressive citizens, died 
at 10:20 o’clock last’ night after a 
long illness at his residence, 163 Ponce 
de Leon avenue.

Washington, July 6.—Defeat of the 
republican motion for cloture on the 
administration tariff bill appeared to 
be virtually certain tonight on the 
eve of the vote on the issue, set for 
noon tomorrow. 

Demucratic leaders claimed, and re- 
publican leaders conceded’ that it 
would not be possible to obtain for 
the motion the two-thirds majority 
necessary to invoke the existing rule, 
which would limit debate on the bill 
and jts amendments .o one hour for 
each item. Leaders on both sides 
were hopeful, however, that out of 
the move would come a unanimous 
consent agreement for the limiting of 
debate, at least, on the less important 
items in the measure. Negotiations 
looking to such an agreement are un- 
der way.

Administration Critics 


Say Treasury Statement 
Should in Reality Show 
Deficit for Year. 


Constitution Bureau,

Washington, July 6.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Referring to 
a recent statement from officials of 
the treasury department that a “sur- 
plus” of $314,000,000 was recorded 
for the last fiscal year, critics of the 
administration in Washington tonight 
are charging that great liberties were 
taken with the word “surplus” and 
that the treasury statement was ar- 
ranged on the eve of congressional] 
elections for campaign purposes. 


Instead of an excess of $314,000,000 

as indicated in the statement, critics 
re charging that the treasu wry really 
shows a deficit of over $100, 

The critics say that ordinarily 
the showing might imply great econ- 
omy and great saving of money by the 
administration, but an analysis of 
the report, they assert, will disclose 
a different view. 

Railroad Juggling. 

Making an examination of the 
treasury estimates the critics point 
out that the original estimates called 
for payment of $300,000,000 to the 
gailroads. Instead of payments, the 
government had a revenue of about 
$60,000,000, notwithstanding which, 
it is asserted, the railroads got their 
money. 

Answering the question of how it 
was done, critics say the railroads 
merely offered their equipment notes 
while the government practically in- 
dorsed theu and borrowed money on 
them for the railroads. This, it is 
charged, amounts to the same thin 
in the end—borrowed money—al- 
though the government is not the bor- 
rower. But the direct borrowing 
would not have permitted a “surplus.” 
Also, the treasury has suggested that 
it may not be able to finance the rail- 
roads next year -so easily and that 
some of the money which should have 
been paid in this year will have to 
be paid next year. 

The critics also ask if the govern- 
ment redeemed about $175,000,000 of 
war savings stamps which were due 
and which were provided for in the 
original estimate of expenditure. The 
answer, it is feared, will be that the 
government did not. The stamps, 
it is co msevenal were handled by the 
funding proces 

In other ante it is insisted, the 
showing would be that the govern- 
ment borrowed the money to pay the 
stamp obligation. 

Should Be Deficit.

Dawes, former chief budget officer, 
expressed about the same thought in 
his suggestion that money borrowed 
for the railroads or farmers should 
not be regarded as an expenditure or 
cost to the government. 

Admit Successes. 

The critics admit, however, that 
Secretary Mellon's aides, who save 
handled the government financial 
problems, have worked well under a 
difficult situation. With reduced 
revenues, they have kept the govern- 
ment out of the money markets at 
times when it seemed impossible to 
accomplish such a result.

ON THE WRONG COURSE. 

Samuel Gompers, veteran presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, has sanctioned and com- 
mended the strike of the organized 
railroad shopmen as a mark of pro- 
test against what he alleges is an 
infringement upon their rights as 
American citizens by the United 
States railroad labor board in “‘out- 
lawing” the strikers. 

“The action of the board,” said 
Mr. Gompers in a public statement 
last Monday— 

“is exactly a replica of the action 


of the communists in-turning the 
unions into government-controlled 


orders of the state. Freedom of 
expression vanishes under the order 
of the board. 

“But I say now that the workers 
of America, either on railroads, 
or elsewhere, do not in to sacri- 
fice freedom of expreSSion and of 
action. The board undertakes to 
Say that unions which difer with 
the board must cease to exist, they 
are ‘outlawed. * * # ®& 

“The law gives the workers, or 
the railroads, the right to decline to 
The 
workers, of necessity, declined, and 
by vote of the membership withdrew 
their services. They declined to 
work on the terms ordered by the 


‘Outlawed.’ This is autocracy with 
a vengeance. It seeks to put the 
whole force of government back of 
the movement to kill] the spirit and 
the fact of collective bargaining, of 


the voluntary coming together of 
workers and employers.” 

If Mr. Gompers is right in his 
analysis and in his conclusions as 
to the legality of the action against 
which he complains, then the work- 
ers in behalf of whom he speaks 
have taken exactly the wrong 
course in seeking the remedy. 3

United States has been violated by | 
the labor board, if, asthe labor 
chieftain says, its ruling is ‘violative 
of the right of the . workers tog 
“freedom.of expression and of ac- 
tion”—“action” that, of course, is 
presuppdsed, not to be ig conflict 
with the lawful rights of éthers' nor 
injurious-to the public welfare—in 
which event the workers have re- 
course toa remedy. 

That remedy, however, does not 
consist in attempting to paralyze 
rail transportation, which - would

PERSPIRING FEET. 

Excessive sweating of the feet is an 
annoying complaint these days. The 
stockings and the shoe leather itself 
become damp, and an odor, due to 
bacterial growth, is created. 
_ As to the cause, all we can say, is 
that the national'sin of wearing k 
footwear is enough to cause almost 
any foot complaint that may be en- | 
countered. ° 

In mild cases relief is obtained by a 
change of stockings twice a day aud 
the aplication of a powder made of 
equal parts of boric and salicylic 
a e 

If the shoe. leather of the uppers 
is damp, the shoes also uld be 
changed twice a day. If only the 
soles are damp, the use of cork in- 
soles, a fresh pair each time the 
stockings. are changed, is sufficient. 

The habit of bathing the feet in 
hot water, with a view to destroying 
the odor, is a mistake. As already 
stated, the odor is produced by bac 
terial activity, and any degree of heat 
the feet may endure cannot seriously 
disturb the germs. Better to bathe 
the feet with tepid or cold water, vr 
still better alternate dashes of hot 
and cold finishing with cold, then dry, 
rub with a little alcohol, and powder. 
In cases which resist this manage- 
ment, further efforts may be success- 
ful. Between the toes is a. prolific 
region of bactersial growth. The mois- 
ture here favors bacterial growth. 
Keep the toes separated with bits cof 
absorbent cotton or with little strips 
of gauze. Go barefoot at every op- 
portunity, and expose feet and legs 
to direct sunlight, the least irritating 
and most powerful of all germicides. 
Occasionally smearing’ glyceviu 
upon the soles of the feet,is helpful. 
Prolonged soaking of the feet in a 
solution of mercuric iodide, one five- 
thousandth every two or three days, 
20 minutes at least, is second only to 
similar saturation of the skin with 
sunlight. 
Sir William Osler recommended the 
internal administration of alkalies for 
excessive sweating of the feet or other 
parts of the body. A comparatively 
harmless alkali for such purpose would 
be the citrate of soduim, of which per- 
haps half a teaspoonful three or four 
times a day, taken dissolved in half 
a glass of water, is a moderate dose. 
Excessive sweating of the feet is 
most frequently complained of by per- 
sons whose genera] health is below 
par, or whose feet are suffering from 
the effects of faulty shoes.

Georgia and Her. Schools; — 
Report of Joint Committee 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


The report of the joint legislative 
committee on- bills to establish a 
board of regents for Georgia institu- 
tions has been submitted to the as- 
sembly, and a general] bill embodying 
its recommendations is now being 
prepared. s 

The committee, of which Senator 
Cone is chairman, has done most ex- 
cellent work as is shown by its find- 
ings; the investigations having cov- 
ered the more modern systems of 
institutional government employed in 
a t many other states. 

he general conclusions arrived at 

in the report are much more startling 
on the whole than the specific recum- 
mendations are sound. 

For instance— 

“We conclude that: the system 
of higher education in Georgia 
has grown up without the proper 
unity or co-ordination, The con- 
stitutional limitation as to ap- 
propriations for this class of edu- 
ention has made it advisable or 
necessary to create in various lo- 

. calities, as branches of the uni- 
versity, such schools as normal 
schoolg and even district agricul- 
tural schools, all of which exist 
with little, if any. unity or cen- 
tral direction. We have reached 
the conclusion that because of 
the lack of unity and eco-ordina- 
tion the legislature of this state 
is under a constantly increasing 
pressure from year to year either 
to make all appropriations the 

same for each institution or a 

particular class, independent of 

its particular needs, or’ else to 
favor unduly one institution over 

‘another because of political influ- 
ence and prestige on the part of 
those who have charge of such 
institutions. One result of this 
is that there has grown up more 
or less friction between the 
friends of education in this state. 

Another result is that there is an 

increasing reluctance on the part 

of well-qualified and self-respect- 
ing educators to assume respon- 
sibility for the state’s educational 
institutions.”

That there is friction between 
groups in Georgia that stand out for 
adequate legislative treatment of the 
respective institutions they represent 
is more the fault of a penurious policy 
that legislators have, as a unit. adopt- 
ed toward higher educational insti- 
tutions, than to the existing system 
of control and management. 

There has been, unfortunately, a 
tendency on the part of the legisla- 
ture—and I speak of the controlling 
majority—to treat the higher institu- 
tions in this state as if they were 
mere appendages and burdens—to be 
provided for, of course, in a sort of 
perfunctory way, but to be dismissed 
with just as little support and with 
just as -little encouragement as cir- 
cumstances could be shaped to.permit. 

On the other hand the tendency has 
been, on the part of the same mem- 
bers, to capitalize the common 
schools, and to throw the doors of 
the treasury wide open to them, even 
to a point of embarrassment, as has 
occurred from the blanket legislation 
of 1921 giving to the maintenance of 
that one branch of the completely 
linked staté school system;' one-half: 
of the entire gross. revenues of: the. 
state from all. sources.

heeded the wisdom of keeping all the 
stones equally secure—of keeping all 
the links in the chain equally strong, 

The. lack of central direction. as 
charged in the report, is no doubt 
patent, 

The modern tendency is toward 
centralized school government; but 
this can be carried too far—even to 
a point that borders dangerously near 
upon paternalism. 


the lack of co-operation and co-ordina- 
tion, and the presence of friction and 
dissension, arises primarily from the 
one fundamental fact that the legisla- 
ture of Georgia is not disposed to con- 
sider the higher education institutions 
as essential links of a complete state 
school chain, not one link of which 
can be permitted to rust or weaken 
without to the same relative extent 
weakening the whole. 

The prosperity of the common 
schools is dependent upon the welfare 
of the higher institutions, and vice 
versa.

PACKING FOR THE HOLIDAY. 

If you have a variety of hats at 
home it is a shame to leave them 
behind when you go on summer visits 
simply because of the difficulty of 
packing them. You know people who 
object: “To be gone only five days 
and needs to take three hats! How 
absurd!” Yet nothing would be 
thought of taking a half dozen frocks 
to suit various occasions and often 
the effect of the frock depends en- 
tirely on wearing a_ suitable hat 
with it. 

It is worth while to own a hatbox 
—a large square leather case that will 
accommodate.four hats pinned to the 
cushions on the inside of each side. 
A case of this sort proves useful many 
times beside as a hatbox. It makes 
an excellent week-end box, as it can 
be used for any sort of articles. How- 
ever, when used for hats it is best 
not to put anything else in it save 
the hats. 

Now if you do not own a hatborxr 
and do not want to invest in one you 
will find that a pasteboard hatbox of 
firm constructién will carry hats quite 
well. If you want you can put two 
hats in a large pasteboard box, filling 
in the spaces between lightly with 
freshly crushed tissue paper, and then 
send this on to your destination by 
parcel post a few days before you de- 
part. Or you can simply take the box 
as part of your hand luggage, getting 
porters to carry it along when changes 
are necessary. 

An experienced packer says that 
when traveling only with hand lug- 
gage the best place for a waterproof 
or blanket coat is outside the suit- 
case. “It should be folded neatly, 
wrong side out, and fastened to the 
case with straps.” 

Another problem that sometimes 
presents itself«when you are living 
in a trunk or suitcase, is the objec- 
tion of packing clean vlothes with 
soiled ones. If you travel with a 
single box you may feel that it is 
necessary to put soiled and clean 
clothes together. « A good plain is to 
send all soiled clothes home in u 
separate box by parcel post. Any 
strong canvas bag properly secured 
and tagged will do even better.

BLEACHING THE 
FINGER NAILS. 


Ordinary bleaches to keep the com- : 


plexion soft and white are rarely of 
any use for bleaching the nails. Some- 
thing much stronger is required to re- 
move the stains that the finger nails 
pick up in such miraculous fashion. 

Finger nail bleaches should not be 
drying, though I am afraid most good 
bleaches have this advantage. The 
best one that I know of for general 
use is lemon juice which is quite a 
strong bleach but which, though dry- 
ing, is less so than most ready-made 
preparations. 

If the nails are badly stained cut a 
lemon in half and rub the juice thor- 
oughly into the fingertips and in un- 
der the nails. Then wash off the 
juice and rub a little cream or vase- 
line into the cuticle of the nail, so 
the lemon juice will not dry and hard- 
en this delicate skin. But if there 
are no decided stains such as those 
which come from fruit. vegetables 
or ink, use the lemon juice diluted. 
The handiest way is to have a small 
bottle of half lemon juice and half 
water always ready in the bathroom 
cupboard. 

A little can be rubbed into the fin- 
gers every time the hands are washed 
if the nails need special] attention. 
Another good idea is to squeeze the 
juice of one-quarter of a lemon into 
the bowl of warm, soapy water that 
you use when manicuring your nails.

Bob Meusel, of the Yanks, also did 
some noted hitting... He got a triple, 
two doubles and a single- in five trips 
in the first game. He got a homer 
and a single in the second game, in 
four trips. 

The Babe didn’t get so many blows. 
He made an infield single in the first 
inning of the first game, then that 
homer, then flied out and was walked

Washington, D. C., July 6.—(Special.) 
Nearly normal temperatures and frequent 
light to moderate showers prevailed in most 
of the cotton belt states, with heavy to 
excessive rains at a few places in the 
central portions, The progress of cotton 
was fairly good to excellent in Texas, about 
normal to very good in the northern states 
and only fair in other southern states. 
Conditicn of cotton is about normal to 
excellent in south and west Texas, poor te 
fairly good in Gevurgia, and about normal 
to good in most other districts. Cultiva- 
tion made good progress in Texas and in 
the northern and eastern portions of the 
belt, but was delayed some by rain in cen- 
tral districts. Cotton is blooming as far 
north as southern Oklahoma and central 
South Carolina. Plants are late and very 
small in many southern fields. Weevils 
are plentiful in central and most southern 
states; the weather was favorable for in- 
crease of weevil in central districts. The 
weather was favorable for most other crops 
in central and southern states.—Marvin. 


Synopsis of Weather and Orop 
in Georgia for the Week E 
Tuesday, July 4, 1922. 
The weather during the past week was 
rather diversified in character, rather too 
dry in some places but with beneficial 
light rains in many others; on the whole 
it was favorable for cotton, but less sq for 
corn, Which needs more moisture.

Weevils are preset 
in all sections tn great numbers, but the 
actual damage is not yet excessive. Corn 
needs rain in many portions of the state;

Threshing wheat and oats is under way. 
Sweet potatoes are dofng very well Indeed, 
and most minor crops, as cane. peannte, 
rice, sorghum, and tobacco made fair crowth 
during the past werk. Gardens and truck 
crops are naturally diminishing in yield, ' but 
are still fairly good. Figs are riperfi<. 
Pecans do not appear to be doing well. The 
weather was excellent for picking peaches, 
and shipments of Georgia Belles are going 
forward in large quantities. Melons are not 
quite so good as anticipated.

High in Favor. 

Railroad stocks are now high in 
favor in Wall street the feeling being 
that there is more room for a natural 
advance in the rails than # the in- 
dustrials which on the average de- 
spite the recent declines are still 
selling less than two points below the 
high for the year made on June 2, 
at 99.27 and 28 points above the low 
made last summer, just as the end 
was reached in the long period of 
business liquidation. 

The rails are only 15 points above 
the low for last year. This is under- 
stood by Wall street to mean that 
unlike the industrials, the rails have 
not run ahead of the general improve- 
ment which haa taken place in gen- 
eral business.

That was 
in the days before the steel corpora- 
tion was formed, making the men 
named, who were already rich, enor- 
mously wealthy and before they de- 
serted Chicago for New York, Dupee 
was the broker for the Moores at the 
time of the Diamond Match failure. 
That, however, did not bother him. 
The Moores owed him $300,000 he 
quickly learned and in less time he 
sent them around a receipt, saying 
they owed him nothing.

Bill Will Not 
Halt Spring St. 
Viaduct Plans 


Construction of the Spring street 
viadnet by the city of Atlanta will not 
be halted by a resolution introduced 
in the legislature Thursday by Rep- 


resentative Harper Hamilton, of 
Floyd, asking for the repeal of the bili 


passed last year giving the consent 
of the legislature to the building of 
the viaduct, according to statements 
made Thursday by Judge Hamilton, 
author of the resolution, and others. 
Judge Hamilton said he introduced 
the measure so that Chairman C, M. 


Candler, of the state railroad com- 
mission, and representatives of the 
railroads could appear before a house 
committee and present certain views 
they have relative to providing needed 
safeguards for the state in the mat- 
ter. 

Judge Hamilton is chairman of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mittee of the house and the consent 
of the lessees of that railroad was 
necessary before the viaduct could be 
constructed across its tracks. 

Chairman Candler, of the railroad 
commission, stated Thursday night 
that he knew nothing of the introduc- 
tion of the resolution by Judge Ham- 
ilton until Thursday afternoon. 

“Last year when the first bill was 
presented in the house giving the con- 
sent of the state to the building of 
the viaduct I objected to its passage 
on the ground that the matter was one 
that should be left to the railroad com- 
mission for its approval. I did not 
oppose giving the consent of the state 
to the project but simply expressed 
the view that the matter should be 
approved by the railroad commission 
just as other matters in connection 
with the state-owned railroads are 
approved by that body. The bill to 
which I had objected never came up 
for passage. [Later a consent bill was 
passed but I did not know anything 
about it until it had been adopted, so 
made no objection.” 

The question of whether or not the 
state could reneal its consent bill was 
raised Thursday night and tt was 
pointed out that after the state had 
given its consent the city of Atlanta 
had gone on with its develonment 
plans and had acted in good faith on 
the agreement. 


Hamilton Doiglas, Jr., 
Urged to Enter Race 
For the Legislature 


Hamilton Douglas, Jr., widely- 
known Atlanta attorney, was Thurs- 
day undecided whether he-wfil enter 
the race for the legislature from Ful- 
ton county following the urging of 
many friends who he said were peti- 
tioning him to make the race.

Money Conditions 
Greatly Improved 
Declares Gibson 


General financial condition® have 
improved greatly within the past 
twelve months and the only factor 
that would produce ah early crisis 
would be the passage of an unwise 
bonus bill, the Atlanta Real Estate 
board was told Thursday by Bayne 
Gibson, of Weyman & - Connors, 
local mortgage loan concern, in an 
address on the present money market. 

“If a bill were passed providing for 
a sudden increase of a billion in 
loans of the national banks _ there 
would be a short period of extrava- 
gance based on free spending by the 
veterans,” he said. 

“This would soon be brought to a 
halt by the federal reserve bank and 
then we would have another reaction. 
There are two reasons, however, why 
the bonus bill is unlikely to cause 
rouch inflation. President Harding 
ha@aS indicated that he will veto any 
bill which does not provide revenues 
to pay the bonus. The second reason 
is that the plans recently considered 
by the legislative committee in charge 
of the bonus contemplate payment by 
installments. 

“Conditions are a great deal better 
than they were a year ago and infi- 
nitely better than two years ago when 
it seemed the whole world was going 
to the bow-wows. A great number of 
you probably suffered during the ter- 
rible period of deflation which began 
in the late fall of 1919. For a year 
or more beginning at that time, 
money became scarce and _ credits 
were denied by the _ banks. It 
was almost impossible to get money 
from the banks. One _—i banker 
was presented with a note that had 
so many endorsements on it he thought 
it was some kind of a petition, turned 
it over and signed it also. 


‘y “Agricultural relationships to busi- 


ness are fundamental. The farmers 
have been having a hafd time, but 
now practically all farm products 
have increased in value, including cot- 
ton. In the south, diversification is 
increasing more and more. 

“There has been a-rapid growth in 
building in the past few months, In 
1919 the United States was short 
about a million homes and this year it 
seems we are trying to catch up.

“The man whose work consisted of 
the care of some 150 to 200 chick- 
ens is ohe of the night orderlies at 
the hospital; for in addition to the 
night watchman, an orderly is kept 
at all: hours to attend to the wants 
of the patients.” 

“The men pointed out by Mr. Tef- 
ford as not sufficiently employed, are 
performing the most. important duties 
at the least possible expense,” says 
the board.

4 irregulars was driven in the direction 


of Blessington. The leader of these 
insurgents is reported to have been 
wounded badly, while the Free Staters 
lost one dead and two seriously 
wounded. 

It is officially announced that the 
rebels at Curraghtown, Navan, have 
surrendered, 23 prisoners being taken. 
Fourteen irregulars were captured to- 
day at Maynooth with field arms. 

A crisis appears to be preparing at 
Enniscorthy, Wexford county; irreg- 
ulars have taken possession of a hotel, 
the technical school and the protestant 
church, the belfry of which they have 
fortified, as well as several houses. 
National troops occupy the police bar- 
racks and castle. Intense but inter- 
mittent fighting has been in progress 
for some days; there has en a 
wholesale exodus from the town, busi- 
ness is practically at a_ standstill, 
all the roads are blocked and the tele- 
graph wires have been cut. Forces 
are believed to be on the way to rein- 
force the national troops.

Bullying the panic-stricken passen- 
gers into some semblance of order, 
l’'atrolman Norman seized a woman 
who had been overcome, clambered 
down into the darkness of the tunnel, 
and commanded other male passengers 
to follow his example. 

Worked Till He Dropped. 

He groped his wayewith his bur- 
den to Fifty-ninth street and led the 
refugees \up a long. winding emer- 
gency stairway to the street. 

Then he sent in alarms which 
brought all available fire apparatus, 
ambulances and police reserves in the 
vicinity rushing to the scene and 
plunged back down stairs to rescue 
other victims. He worked until he 
drepped. 

In the meantime, passengers in the 
other cars of the stalled train, ignor- 
ant at the first of the cause of the 
delay, were growing nervous. and the 
guards opened the doors and advised 
them to seek safety. Smoke and 
fumes poured in as the doors were 
opened, and they dropped frantically 
to the tracks and began making their 
way towards the far-away exits. Many 
fearing the deadly third rail, dropped 
down on their hands and kneds and 
literally crawled to safety. 

Power Turned Off. 

A moment after the general rush 
for safety started, a southbound ex- 
press roared in on the opposite track 
and ground to a sudden halt as train 
lights and tunne] lights went dark.

Those less injured ‘vere laid out 
in rows on the sidewalks, while the 
graver cases were taken to improvised 
hospitals in Bloomingdale’s depart- 
ment store and the Y. Wa C. A., 
later to be removed to regular hos- 
pitals.

Blame Extinguisher. 

Blame for the seriousness of the 
accident was laid on the Pyrene fire 
extinguisher, by Fire Captain Thom- 
as Rush. Directed by Mayor Hylan 
to make a statement, he said: “The 
smoke was not heavy from a fireman’s 
point of view. . I found employees of 
the Interborough fighting the fire 
with hand extinguishers which are 
called Pyrene extinguishers, and as 
a result of liquid from these ex- 
tinguishers striking the fire deadly 
fumes were created. This Pyrene ex- 
tinguisher is a widely advertised ar- 
ticle, and while it is very effective 
for gasoline fires, it is a deadly men- 
ace in a closed place.” 

Fire Commissioner Brennan later 
said a preliminary investigation in- 
dicated taht the “noxious fumes” 
were caused partly by th¢ burning of 
insulation and partly by the use of 
Pyrene extinguishers. 

formal investigation will be 
started tomorrow to fix blame for the 
accident. 

An executive of the Pyrene com- 
pany, at Newark, N. J., who declined 
to give his name, denied Pyrene gave 
off deadly fumes, though he admitted 
the extinguisher produced a_ gas 
which, in a closed place, might cause 
“fainting and temporary exhaustion.” 
_ President Frank Hedley, of the In- 
terborough, later issued a statement in

LEAGUE ONLY HOPE 
FOR WORLD PEACE

it is high time for the supreme coun- 
cil to wind up its activities. 

There is for the moment one di- 
rection only in which we can look 
with hope for the establishment of 
peace on earth. ‘The covenant of the 
league of nations stands in the fore- 
front of all the treaties of the last 
three years. It was signed by the 
representatives of over 30 states and 
that number has since been increased 
to 51. 

There is, I find, a widely spread 
impression that the league, which 
was started under such imposing au- 
spices, has become,, in practice, a 
more or less academic debating so- 
ciety, where many things are talked 
about, and little is actually achieved. 


an opinion based upon ignorance, and 
and at complete variance with the 
real facts. 

Serious Drawbacks. 

It is, of course, true that the league 
has been handicapped by some unfore- 
seeable hindrances. ‘The failure of 
the United States to ratify the treaty, 
and the continued absence of great 
European nations such as Germany, 
are serious drawbacks to its moral 
guthority. 

The prime ministers and foreign 
pinisters of the allied powers, who are 
always ready to attend anything that 
is called a conference, are rarely, 
if ever, present at the meetings of 
tbe council of the league. 

Overshadowed by League. 

It has been overshadowed from the 
first by the supreme council of the 
allies, who, though they have not 
kesitated to pass on to its tasks of 
exceptional difficulty and delicacy, 
heve taken into their‘own hands func- 
tions for the performance of which 
it was, under the covenant, the nat- 
ural and appropriate instrument. 

The league has been kept in the 
background. And more or less in 
the twilight. 

Nevertheless, it has already render- 
ed conspicuous service to the cause 
of peace. It has set up the perma- 
nent court of international Justice, 
and I understand that the first appli- 
cation for the active intervention of 
the new tribunal comes from France, 
on a question arising under that 
yurt of the treaty of Versailles which 
deals with the organization of la- 


or. 

Of the numerous conferences which 
have been held, the league of nations 
was responsible for almost the only 
two which have had really fruitful re- 
sults—those of Brussels anu Barce- 
lona. It has, moreover, when it has 
been given a chance, been eminently 
successful in the discharge of one of 
its primary functions—the prevention 
and the healing of international dis- 
putes. 

Disputes Settled. 

In the controversy between Sweden 
and Finland over the Aaland Islands, 
the decision which gave tit islands 
to Finland, and at the same time de- 
militarized them, and provided ample 
safeguards for the rights of the 
Swedish population, has settled what 
threatened to be a troublesome situa- 
tion. . 

The case of Albania, which was 
menaced with invasion by the Jugo- 
Slavs, is an interesting illustration of 
what may be done by a _ judicious 
threat of e*onomic pressure. It was 
by this means that the league pre- 
vented the outbreak of hostilities. The 
country, which has a somewhat turbu- 
lent history, is now said to be per- 
fectly tranquil, and is governed by 
Albanians .n a basis of independence. 

Still more striking has been the 
suecess—so far, at any rate—of the 
intervention of the league in the 
tangled web of problems which _ pre- 
sent themselves in Upper Silesia. The 
task of unravelment had proved too 
difieult for the supreme council, 
who relegated it to Geneva. 


Racial Chaos. 


To devise an ideal, or even a prac- 
ticable boundary, under th’ conditions 
prescribed by the treaty, in such a 
chaos of racial and economic entangle- 
ment. was almost beyond the wit of 
man: and the line actually traced bv 
the league was the subject of mnch 
adverse criticism, not only by both 
the parties concerned, but by disin- 
terested outsiders, 

It was accompanied, however, by 
the wise provision that for five years 
there was to be complete economic 
freedom of intercourse and _inter- 
change on both sides, and it is satis- 
factory to learn that a ssion of 
Germans and Poles have amicably 
worked out the details of a convention 
aaid to contain 700 clauses, and now 
ratified to iegulate the future.

What are the milestones which 
have to be passed before the goal is 
reached? My answer is clear. 


Milestones to Peace. 

1—We must ascertain definitely, 
once for all, and be prepared to 
liquidate, the whole accouat of rep- 
arations and international indebted- 
ness. Nothing could be, from this 
point of view, more opportune or In- 
structive than the repert of the 
bankers’ committee at Paris. = | 

2—When this essential _prelimi- 
nary process has been gone through, 
we shall know exactly what are 
not the paper—but the real obliga- 
tions which have to be provided for. 
The financial experts of the business 
world will then prove equal to the 
task of meeting and distributing 
them, not only with the minimum of 
disturbance; but with the maximum 
of stability, for international trade. 

3.—We must get rid of the .upreme 
council, and make the league of na- 
tions (enlarged, if possible, in mem- 
bership and scope) the real arbiter 
in international concerns. 

4—We must make all compacts 
between particular states subject to 
general international assent, and, 
where treaty obligations are involved, 
enforceable only by collective guaran- 
tees, 

This is not intended to be an ex- 
haustive catalogue of the methods by 
which war can be made impossible. 

It may still be a long time before 
we can reach the idealism of the 46th 
Psalm: “He maketh wars to cease 
unto the end of the earth.” 

But I am satisfied that along thie 
road, and this rosd only. ean we 
make any progress that is worth the 
name,

Infant Death Rate 
In Atlanta Falls 88 
Per Cent in 3 Years 


Through the efforts of the local 
child welfare associations, infant mor- 
tality in Atlanta has been reduced 


tremendously since the movement was 
inaugurated in 1917, according to the 


Hygiene association, made _ public 
Thursday. 

Better babies campaigns, baby clin- 
ics and improvement of living condi- 
tions, sanitation and milk, fostered by 
publie health bureaus the ‘Woman’s 
club and various civic organizations, 
is responsible for the saving of hun- 
dreds of babies in Atlanta and trans- 
ferring this city from the highest to 
the lowest death rate class, it was 
stated in the report. 

In 1917, it was estimated that ap- 
proximately 157 babies under 12 
months of age, out of every thousand, 
died from lack of proper attention. 
Figures for 1921, show this rate has 
dropped to 88, or almost 100 per cent 
decrease.in infant mortality. 

Other cities of Atlanta’s popula- 
tion which were included in the report 
show a substantial reduction in death 
rate of children since the movement 
started.
